Washington 

Insurgents in Iraq and Afghani- 
stan have hacked into live video 
feeds from Predator drones, a key 
weapon in a Pentagon spy system 
that serves as the military’s eyes in 
the sky for surveillance and intel- 
ligence collection. 

Though militants could see the 
video, there is no evidence they 
were able to jam the electronic 
signals from the unmanned aeri- 
al craft or take control of the vehi- 
cles, a senior defense official said 
Thursday, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

Shiite fighters in Iraq used 
off-the-shelf software programs 
such as Sky Grabber — available 
for as little as $25.95 on the Inter- 
net — to regularly capture drone 
video feeds, the Wall Street Jour- 
nal reported Thursday. 

The interception, first done 
there at least a year ago, was pos- 
sible because the remotely flown 


planes had unprotected commu- 
nications links. 

Within the last several months, 
the military has found evidence of 
at least one instance in which insur- 
gents in Afghanistan also moni- 
tored U.S. drone video, a second 
defense official said. 

The Defense Department has 
addressed the issue and is work- 
ing to encrypt all of its drone video 
feeds from Iraq, Afghanistan and 


Pakistan, defense officials said. 

The Predator — also currently 
used in the hunt for al-Qaeda and 
other militants in Pakistan, Soma- 
lia and elsewhere — can fly for 
hours remotely controlled by pilots 
thousands of miles away. 

The military has known about 
the vulnerability for more than a 
decade but assumed adversaries 
would not be able to exploit it. 

Then in December 2008, the 


military apprehended a Shiite mil- 
itant in Iraq whose laptop comput- 
ers contained files of intercept- 
ed drone video feeds, the Journal 
reported. In July, the military found 
pirated feeds on other militant 
laptops, leading some officials to 
conclude that groups trained and 
funded by Iran were regularly inter- 
cepting feeds and sharing them 
with multiple extremist groups.

An Undersea Landmark 


Eruption of volcano 
underwater is filmed 
for the first time ever 

San Francisco 

Scientists have witnessed the erup- 
tion of the deepest submarine vol- 
cano ever discovered, capturing for 
the first time video of fiery bubbles 
of molten lava as they exploded 
4,000 feet beneath the surface of 
the Pacific Ocean in what research- 
ers are calling a major geological 
discovery. 

A submersible robot witnessed 
the eruption during an underwa- 
ter expedition in May near Samoa, 
and the high-definition videos were 
presented Thursday at a geophysics 
conference in San Francisco. 

Scientists hope the images, data 
and samples obtained during the 
mission will shed new light on how 
the ocean’s crust was formed, how 
some sea creatures survive in an 
extreme environment and how the

Earth behaves when tectonic plates 
ram into each other. 

“It was an underwater Fourth 
of July,” said Bob Embley, a marine 
geologist for the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration. 
“Since the water pressure at that 
depth suppresses the violence of the

volcano’s explosions, we could get 
the underwater robot within feet 
of the active eruption.” 

The eruption was a spectacu- 
lar sight: Bright-red magma bub- 
bles shot up releasing a smoke-like 
cloud of sulfur, then froze almost 
instantly as they hit the cold sea 
water, causing black rock to sink 
to the seafloor. 

Earth and ocean scientists said 
the eruption allowed them to see 
for the first time the real-time cre- 
ation of a material called boninite, 
which had previously been found 
only in samples a million or more 
years old. jason dearen (ap)

Offers Lift Hopes in Copenhagen 


Climate concessions 
by U.S., China occur 
on eve of final talks 

Copenhagen 

Large pieces of a climate deal fell 
into place Thursday with new 
offers from the U.S. and China, 
but other tough issues remained 
before President Obama and other 
leaders can sign off on a political 
accord to contain the threat of an 
overheated world. 

An announcement by Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
that the U.S. would contribute to 
a climate change fund amounting 
to $100 billion a year by 2020 was 
followed by an offer from China to 
open its books on carbon emissions 
to international review. 

The U.S. delegation did not 
immediately react to the offer by 
Vice Foreign Minister He Yafei. But 
it went a long way toward the U.S. 
demand that China report on its 
actions to limit the growth of Bei- 
jing’s carbon emissions and allow 
experts to go over its data. 

The sudden concessions on the 
eve of Friday’s final session lifted

Yemen: Assault on Al-Qaeda Stronghold Kills 34 


San’a, Yemen 

Yemeni security forces struck sus- 
pected al-Qaeda hideouts and train- 
ing sites Thursday, and officials said 
at least 34 militants were killed, in 
an unusually heavy assault as the 
U.S. presses the deeply unstable 
country for tougher action against 
the terror network. 

Witnesses, however, put the 
number killed at more than 60 in 
the heaviest strike and said the 
dead were mostly civilians, includ- 
ing women and children. They 
denied the target was an al- Qae- 
da stronghold, and one provincial 
official said only 10 militant sus- 
pects died.

NFL executive of the year. As the 
son of the late Washington coach 
George Allen, he also provides a 
direct link to the Redskins’ more 
glorious days. 

“It’s exciting because of the 
history, the tradition, the comfort 
about coming home,” said Allen.

Since he 
took ownership of the team in 1999,

tions about the future of Jim Zorn, 
who is 12-17 in Washington.

“I’ve had the pleasure of work-

Bengals WR Henry Dead After Accident 


Police: 26-year-old 
fell from truck during 
a domestic dispute

Cincinnati Bengals receiver Chris 
Henry died Thursday, a day after 
falling out of the back of a pick- 
up truck during what police said 
was a domestic dispute with his 
fiancee. 

Charlotte-Mecklenburg police 
said Henry died at 6:36 a.m. Henry 
was 26. 

“We knew him in a different way 
than his public persona,” Bengals 
owner Mike Brown said of the play- 
er, who was suspended five times 
during his career. 

Henry was rushed to the hos- 
pital early Wednesday afternoon 



after being found on a curvy sec- 
tion of a residential road. Police 
said the dispute began at a home 
about a half-mile away, and Henry 
jumped into the bed of the pickup 
as his fiancee was driving away 
from the residence. 

Henry is engaged to Loleini 
Tonga, and the couple have been 
raising three children. Tonga’s MyS- 
pace page identifies her as “Mrs. 
C. Henry” and has a picture of her 
next to a person who appears to 
be Henry. 

Henry’s agent, Andy Simms of 
PlayersRep Sports, said in a state- 
ment. “It is tragic when a life is 
taken so young. He was a man just 
realizing his potential, not just in 
football, but in life.” 

The Bengals will wear a helmet 
sticker Sunday to remember Henry.

As the costume director of teen 
hit “Gossip Girl ” Eric Daman is per- 
sonally responsible for such frenzied 
fashion crazes as the headband and 
the bow tie.

OK, what is “speed decorating”? 

It’s about having a home you love 
right now.

You can embrace the home 
you have, flaws and all. 

How long should a redo take? 

In my book, I have it broken down 
into three plans. One takes a cou- 
ple of hours. The second type of

Maybe start with the bath- 
room or the powder room, because 
those are great rooms to play with 
things. The bathroom is fast —

I could lose five more pounds.” 
But you should just love the body 
you have now. I feel the same way 
about the home I have. I wish I had 
more space, more light and a bet- 
ter view. But what you can do is 
work the assets of where you live 
and downsize its flaws. It’s like in 
the magazines, where they show 
you what not to wear for each dif- 
ferent body type. 

What’s a good new year’s resolu- 
tion for nesters? 

Just starting [to redecorate] one 
room is an awesome resolution.

Hits, But a Miss 

“Invictus” covers its sports-movie 
bases quite well. Games — in this case, 
rugby in post-apartheid South Africa — 
are ennobling and metaphorical. There 
are off-the-field struggles and inspiring 
locker-room speeches and a Big Game 
that Really Means Something. But what 
the movie really needs is less talking, 
more crunching. The 
best parts of sports 
flicks are when muscle 
meets muscle or fist 
meets face or, in the 
case of “The Cutting 
Edge," Moira Kelly’s 
head meets ice. 

Clint Eastwood 
tries his best to capture the pure 
brutality that is rugby — a sport 
that, to the untrained eye, looks like 
Calvinball on crystal meth. And he 
has some success; a lingering shot of 
the final match's last scrum focuses 
on a heaving sea of backs straining 
against one another. And some of the 
crunchiest hits communicate how 
much it hurts to get slammed, with- 
out pads, by a 200-pound guy running 
as fast as he can. 

But “Invictus" doesn't quite match 
the success of Peter Berg’s “Friday 
Night Lights." Eastwood’s camera is 
often too far away, and he relies too 
heavily on slew-motion — great for 
seeing sweat fly, but the speed of a 
good hit is part of the fun. And in a 
movie such as “Invictus," where the 
nonviolent scenes seem to exist only 
to build to one grand pronouncement 
or another, it’s up to the athletes to 
bring the pain — too bad Eastwood 
doesn’t, in this case, hit hard enough.

Is “Avatar” worth it? 

Not the reported half-billion 
dollars that was spent to make and 
market it. Not the 12 years it has 
taken director James Cameron to 
bring it to the screen. But is it worth 
10 bucks (or $14, if you’re springing 
for the 3-D Imax version)? 

The answer is a qualified yes. 
As Cameron proved in 1997’s 
“Titanic,” he has a penchant for 
melding spectacle and old-fash- 
ioned storytelling. Here, the narra- 
tive fulcrum is a classic boy-meets- 
girl, boy-loses-girl romance. The 
love affair is between a soldier 


named Jake Sully (Sam Worthing- 
ton) who in the year 2154 enlists 
with a mission to conquer and col- 
onize a distant moon called Pan- 
dora, then falls in love with one 


of its natives, a blue-skinned, cat- 
eyed beauty named Neytiri (Zoe 
Saldana). 

The twist is that Jake has lost 
the use of his legs in battle and

embarks on his adventures, roman- 
tic and otherwise, in the form of his 
avatar, a virtual projection that can 
run, walk and even fly. Cameron 
creates a seamless journey between 
the realistic and imagined world, 
taking Jake — and viewers — back 
and forth from drab “reality” to 
Pandora’s lush jungles. 

What’s more, Cameron has 
managed to get genuine perfor- 
mances from actors who do much 
of their work using motion-cap- 
ture animation. Worthington and 
especially Saldana do a terrific job 
of imbuing their characters with 
life and spirit; the movie’s fin- 
est moments belong to Sigourney 
Weaver, as the idealistic scientist 
who oversees Jake’s virtual trav- 
els, in a subtle nod to her work in 
Cameron’s “Aliens.” 

Is the dialogue corny? You bet. 
Does the movie go kerblooey in 
its final moments, during a fero- 
cious, explosive firefight that will 
leave your eyeballs bleeding? Uh- 
huh. But Cameron has delivered 
what he promised with “Avatar”: 
an ambitious, fully immersive cin- 
ematic experience. 

One question, though, is wheth- 
er Cameron’s vision is suitably 
served by 3-D glasses, which sap 
so much luminosity and brightness 
from the image. The only way to 
know for sure is to see the movie 
both ways, suggesting that Cam- 
eron has also achieved state-of- 
the-art sophistication in money- 
capture technology, annhornaday

THE BLIND SIDE (PG-13, 126 minutes) 
There’s been something off-putting about 
the ad campaign for this drama about a 
white woman who adopts a black high 
schoolstudent, such as posters featuring 
the patronizing image of Sandra Bullock 
gently leading her looming, gentle giant 
of a son down a football field. It turns 
out the film is much better than its ads, 
largely because it’s based on the true 
story of Michael Oher and Leigh Anne 


Tuohy. Grounded in the direct, disarming 
truth of their experience, the movie has 
a straightforward lack of cheap senti- 
ment. (AH) 

BROTHERS (R, 110 minutes) In 2007, 
Capt. Sam Cahill (Tobey Maguire) leaves 
behind his beautiful wife, Grace (Natalie 
Portman), and two adorable daughters 
(Bailee Madison and Taylor Geare) to 
fight the Taliban. Early in the film, Sam’s 
helicopter is shot down in the mountains, 
and he’s presumed dead, leaving Grace 
and the girls to seek solace with Sam’s 
younger brother Tommy (Jake Gyllen- 
haal), an ice-blue-eyed charmer who’s 
fresh out of prison for bank robbery, but 
who redeems himself with his sister-in- 


law. Meanwhile, back in Afghanistan, Sam 
isn’t actually dead, just being tortured 
in a remote Taliban outpost. When he’s 
finally rescued and returns home months 
later, a gaunt, catatonic version of his 
former self, it’s to a family he no longer 
recognizes.

When 
Frank’s high-achieving kids fail to show, 
he decides to visit them, embarking on 
a cross-country journey of often brutal 


self-discovery. Kate Beckinsale, Sam 
Rockwell and Drew Barrymore deliver 
fine performances as Frank’s busily self- 
involved children, but it’s De Niro’s picture 
through and through. Fie turns in a subtle, 
poignant performance as a man who 
has become an alien in his own family.

FANTASTIC MR. FOX (PC, 87 minutes) 
Wes Anderson’s stop-motion animated 
adaptation of the Roald Dahl children’s 
bookfeaturesthe voice of George Clooney 
as the title character, who as the movie 
opens is stealing squabs.

sufferssomething of a midlife crisisthat 
threatens his entire community, taking 
his family and neighbors with him on an 
“Ocean’s Eleven"-type spree. Butforthe 
most part, the film ambles along with a 
genteel, understated sense of whimsy 
and warmth, (ah) 

INVICTUS (PG-13, 133 minutes) Matt 
Damon plays Francois Pienaar, the cap- 
tain of the South African rugby team 
the Springboks, which in 1995 won the 
World Cup. The movie tells the story 
of that unlikely and politically crucial 
victory, which as much as anything was 
the result of the gentle coaxing and ada- 
mantine moral suasion of the country’s 
new president. Nelson Mandela. Morgan 
Freeman doesn’t play Mandela as much 
as inhabit the man, in a performance that 
seemsto embody the very transcendence 
that Mandela himself has come to stand 
for. Director Clint Eastwood adopts a flat, 
uninflected style for the film, wisely let- 
ting this remarkable storytell itself with 
a minimum of flourish or underlining. The 
result is a thoroughly absorbing, inspir- 
ing movie thatfeatures one of the year’s 


most galvanizing performances. Rugby 
is exciting, sure, but there’s nothing 
more thrilling than radical forgiveness

ME AND ORSON WELLES (PC 13, 113 

minutes) This gently charming comedy 
has nothing to do with any romance be- 
tween the late actor-director-genius and 
anyone other than himself. As portrayed 
by Christian McKay, Welles is too self- 
absorbed to care about anything other 
than his art. And that includes his very 
pregnant wife (Emily Allen), who he ne- 
glects in favor of any woman in the cast 
who’ll have him. Told through the eyes of 
17-year-old Richard Samuels (Zac Efron), 
an aspiring actor who stumbles into a bit 
part in the play, the movie does involve 
a traditional boy-meets-girl subplot: 
No sooner has Richard arrived than he’s 
making goo-goo eyes with Sonja (Claire 
Danes), an older, worldly wise production 
assistant. It doesn’t ruin things to know 
thatfirst Richard gets lucky then has his 
heart broken. Richard and Sonja’s destiny 
turns this into a somewhat predictable 
coming-of-age story. But that’s notthe 
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real Love story I’m talking about either. 
Rather, thefilm isone in Love with Live the- 
ater. It’s “Glee" for the Literary set. (mo) 
THE MEN WHO STARE AT GOATS (R, 95 
minutes) You’d havetobeoutofyour mind 
to object to watching George Clooney— 
in full Clark Gable mode, no Less— for an 
hour and a half. But he’s part of the prob- 
lem with this wartime satire that glides 
along with an easy, slightly gonzo grin on 
its face but never quite goes anywhere. 
Clooney is oddly miscast as Lyn Cassady, 
a former soldier who was recruited to 
a top-secret psy-ops outfit trying to 
harness supernatural powers. Ewan 
McGregor plays ajournaList who embeds 
with Cassady, a psychic master now work- 
ing as a private contractor, (ah) 

NEW MOON (PG-13, 119 minutes) The 
second film adaptation of authorStephe- 
nie Meyer’s wildly popular supernatural 
romance series continues the impossible 
Love story between teenager Bella Swan 
(Kristen Stewart) and Edward CuLLen 
(Robert Pattinson), a vampire in the body 
of a preternaturaLLy pale Ralph Lauren 
model, almost 100 years her senior. It’s 
bad enough that Edward can’t decide 
whether he wants to kill her or kiss her, 
but when his adoptive brother Jasper 
(Jackson Rathbone) almost eats Bella 
after she suffers a paper cut at her 18th 
birthday party, Edward decides thatthe 
best thing for the woman he Loves is 
to Leave her. Enter Jacob Black (Taylor 
Lautner). (mo) 

NINJA ASSASSIN (R, 99 minutes) This 
modern-day tale posits that there are 
ninecLansof deadly, uh, ninja assassins, 
each made up of warriors trained since 
childhood. One of the deadly killers, Raizo 
(South Korean pop star Rain), has fled 
his clan and is hiding in Berlin. With the 
help of Mika, a credulous EuropoL agent 
(played by a game Naomie Harris), Raizo 
attempts to bring down his former clan 
and its cruel master, Ozunu, in a movie 
that provides plenty of visual jolts but 
precious Little pleasure, (ja) 

OLD DOGS (PG, 88 minutes) Recycling the 
overly familiar “instant parent" theme, 
Walt Becker’s film has Robin Williams 
as Dan, a button-down type whose Love 
Life has been far Less successful than the 
sports-marketing firm he runs with Char- 
Lie (John Travolta). Charlie is, of course, far 
more rakish than Dan (everything being 
relative), and when he drags his partner 
on an iLL-considered Miami vacation, Dan 
winds up married to Vicki (Kelly Preston). 
At some point, the two sober up and get 


an annulment, but seven years Later, Vicki 
shows up and drops off the two kids Dan 
never knew he had. (JA) 

PIRATE RADIO (R, 120 minutes) In mid- 
1960s England, official British radio was 
under the monopoly of the BBC, which 
played precious Little of anything anyone 
actually wanted to hear. In response, en- 
terprising broadcasters set up offshore 
radio stations that would spin the Latest 


tunes around the clock. The floating sta- 
tion’s on-airtaLent pool includes headliner 
Gavin (Rhys Ifans), a prototypic Howard 
Stern, and a Lineup of coLorfuLLy nick- 
named characters, including the Count 
(Philip Seymour Hoffman), (mo) 
PLANET 51 (PG, 90 minutes) This is a 
cute film. Cute, however, is a double- 
edged sword. The animated movie suc- 
ceeds as a gently wry twist on “E.T.: The 


Extra-Terrestrial," in which the “alien" is 
a human astronaut (Dwayne Johnson) 
who gets stuck on a planet of Little 
green men and has to enlist the help of 
a plucky youngster, Lem (Justin Long), 
to get home. (MO) 

PRECIDUS (R, 109 minutes) Gabourey 
Sidibe inhabits the title character. Pre- 
cious Jones, a morbidly obese 16-year- 
old who Lives with her toxicaLLy abusive 


mother, Mary (Mo’Nique), in 1980s Harlem. 
As the movie opens. Precious Learns that 
she’s pregnant with her second child; 
she is also encouraged to join an alter- 
native education program, where she 
eventually finds Love, acceptance and 
her own voice in a writing class run by 
the indefatigable Ms. Rain (the radiant

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THE PRINCESS AND THE FROG (G, 95 

minutes) Few movies have been greeted 
with as much anticipation — and out- 
right apprehension — than Disney’s 
first animated movie to feature a black 


princess. You can exhale now: The film 
is a triumph on every one of the myriad 
levels it has been asked to succeed on.
